THE GEORGIA DELEGATION. 

Georgia is the banner Baptist State | 
of the south. it has a hundred and 
forty thousand communicants in the 
Baptist Churches; it pays the largest 
salaries of any State of the Convention, 
the average of the iifteen largest sala- 
ries, being not far from twenty-five hun- 
dred dollars. Its Ministry is very 
able, being next to, if not equal to that 
of Virginia, and its record is a noble 
one in ali departments cf christian en- 
deayor. 


DR. MELL, THE PRESIDENT 

of the Convention forthe last twelve 
years, is a native of Georgia. He first 
appeared as a professor ina Methodist 
Female College in Georgia ; was thence 
called to the chair of Greek in Mercer 
University, Ga., aud has been for a num- 
ber of years a professor and vice-Chan- 
cellor of the University of Georgia at 
Athens. 

Di. Mell is the Napoleon of presiding 
officers—the next best presiding officer 
we ever saw was Caleb Cushing—we 
never saw Mr. Cley in the chair, but 
Dr. Mell as far transcends Mr. Cushing 
as he surpasses ordinary men, 

Dr. Mell has written a little: tanual 
on Parliamentary Practice, which has 
been pronouced by competent judges 
the most superior book on the subject 
ever issued in Europe or America. 

When the Convention met in Mem- 
phis, four or five years ago, the Memphis 
Appeal called on the lawyers of the 
city to go and see a man preside, who 
was 2 master in the business.

His know- 
ledge of political statistics, of party 
movements and their leaders, was so 
extensive, that, young as he was, he 
was regarded as an authority in such 
matters, 

In August, 1831, he went to New 
York, with a scanty wardrobe, and 
only $10 in his pocket, in quest of 
employment, which he soon obtained. 
He worked as a journeyman in several 
different offices til January 1, 18535, 
when he commenced the printing busi- 
ness for himself, entering into partner- 
ship with Mr. Francis Story. Grecley 
and “Story were the printers of Dr. 
Sheppard’s Vorning Post, the first penny 
daily paper ever published in the world. 
The paper failed in less than three 
weeks, and the firm of Greeley & Story, 
after an existence of only six months, 
was dissolyed by the death of the 
junior partner. 

In 1840, he edited the Log Cabin, x 
weekly journal established to promote 
the election of William Henry Uarrison 
to the Presidency, and which obtained 
a very wide circulation. On April 10, 
1841, he commenced the publication of 
the Daily Tribune. In the following 
autumn the Weekly Tribune was com- 
menced, the New Yorker and the Leg 
Cabin being merged therein; and with 
these journals his name has since been 
identified. In 1848, he was elected to 
Congress to filla vacancy, end served 
in that body from December 1, of that 
year, to March 4, 1849, distinguishing 
himself chiefly by his opposition to the 
abuses of the mileage system. As an 
editor and a lecturer, he has labored 
zealously to promote the welfare of the 
laboring classes. 

Since 1861, when the ‘war of the 
rebellion,” as it has been called, was 
inaugurated, the course of Horace

B. GRATZ BLOWN. 


Governor Brown was born in Lexing- 
ton, Ky., in 1824, graduated at Yale 
College, an’l moved to Missouri in 1850, 
He studied law and practiced with great 
success, but was clected to the Legisla- 
ture in 1852, and remained there tora 
number of years, by successive re elec- 
tions. He entered public lite as a Dem- 
ocrat and a follower of Thomas H. Ben- 
ton. 

Ife was editor of the St. Louis Demo: 
erat from 185+ to 1859, and gained a 
national reputation by his incisive and 
eloquent articles. Before and during 
the late war he was classed as ultra Re- 
publican, and was recognized as one of 
the foremost leaders of that party. In 
1863 be was elected tothe United States 
Senate, retaining his seat there until 
1867, when his term expired. He de- 
clined a re-election, and until 1870, 
though an interested observer, did not 
actively participate in any political 
movements. The Constitution of Mis- 
souri was intensely proscriptive, and, 
having opposed it nits inception, his 
views, whenever occasion called for 
their expression, were In opposition to 
a continuance of the policy which it 
leagalizes.
